is founded to serve the people of Toronto. It acts as a teaching auxiliary 
to the public, technical and high schools and to the University. It reaches out to the 
children directly and indirectly through their teachers and parents. It forms a link with 
similar institutions throughout Ontario, Canada and the United States. 


But most important is its direct relationship with the individual citizen of Toronto. 
The resources of the Gallery —works of art and information—are at the disposal of all 
interested people whether they come as seekers after knowledge, for technical informa- 
tion, or as casual observers. Everyone is welcome. 


Our work in spreading a knowledge and understanding of the arts is designed not only 
for the scholar. Our purpose is to bring out the true value of art in everyday living. 
For the “arts of design” are the means man uses to build up the material things that 
shelter and express his way of life. City planning, industrial production, handicrafts, 
as well as painting and sculpture, are all aspects of the broad field of art and are also 
contributing factors to Canada’s welfare. They form a vital part of the Art Gallery’s 
activity. 

Our main source of income has always been donations and membership fees, which have 
been received for many years from public-spirited citizens. The Council of the City, 
the University of Toronto, many business corporations and, from time to time, the 
Educational Foundations attest the value of our work by continuing to contribute to 
the Gallery’s support. Generous as these gifts have been, it has not yet been possible 
to build up any endowment funds, the possession of which have given similar institutions 
in the United States their commanding position. 


The Art Gallery was founded in 1900 by a group of public spirited citizens led by Sir 
Edmund Walker and Mr. G. A. Reid, who died this summer, then president of the 
Ontario Society of Artists. 


For ten years without a home, it was thankful for the hospitality of the Reference Library 
on St. George Street and the O.S.A. Galleries on King Street, until it received Mrs. 
Goldwin Smith’s generous bequest of “The Grange”’. 


The house was built about one hundred and twenty-five years ago, in a 100 acre lot, 
by Mr. D’Arcy Boulton. Then his son, William Henry Boulton occupied it while he was 
mayor of Toronto and later a member of the Provincial Government. After his death 
his wife married Professor Goldwin Smith and on her death in 1909 bequeathed the 
historic house and grounds (now about 7 acres) to what was then called the Toronto 
Art Museum. 


Years of planning and preparation resulted in three galleries being built in 1918, adjoining 
the Grange. In 1925 the Walker Sculpture Court in memory of Sir Edmund Walker. 
the Fudger Memorial Galleries and the Leonard Galleries, so named in recognition of 
that family’s many gifts to the Art Gallery, were also added. 1935 saw the addition of 
the Margaret Eaton and Wood Memorial Galleries. 


Proud as Toronto may be of this fine building, nevertheless it is the collection it houses 
that makes it really important. Our collection of paintings, sculpture, prints and draw- 
ings has grown steadily and rapidly since it began in 1906. Through bequests and 
purchases, but chiefly through gifts, such as one of our first from Mrs. H. C. Cox and 
the late Col. H. C. Cox in 1926, we have laid the foundation for a collection which, 
with its Canadian painting, is second to none in Canada, and to which new additions 
are constantly being made. 


hy, Year 


Since our last report on attendance— (120,277 people for the year 1945) — 
the beginning of our financial year has been changed from January to July. The atten- 
dance from January Ist, 1946, to June 30th, 1947, is as follows:

*This figure, nearly double our average hitherto—indicates a general rise in interest as 
well as the conspicuous success of the masterpieces of English Painting Exhibition 
which brought 76,515 people to the gallery—10,152 of them on the last Sunday. 


“The Spirit of Modern France”, the first exhibition jointly organized and shown on both 
sides of the Border—at Toledo and Toronto—was well received and attracted comment 
in France and elsewhere abroad for its attempt to show the relationship of the painter 
with his time and society. 


This was the first season that artists found themselves freed from the dislocations of 
war and in consequence great interest was shown in the 75th Annual Exhibition of the 
O.S.A. and in other Canadian Society exhibitions. 


Both the Folk Festival, which drew 27,143 people in 8 days, and the series of lectures on 
Flower Arrangement were activities which included an exhibition rather than exhibition 
projects themselves.

If the flower arrangements served a special purpose, the Festival appealed to all Toronto 
and indeed far beyond it. Crafts, ceremonies, costumes and similar arts were brought 
to general notice which up to now were known only to those who cherished them. Their 
presence in Canada can and does make an even greater contribution to the variety and 
richness of Canadian life. 


The Women’s Committee which organized these and other activities deserves the highest 
praise and appreciation for their success, as does Mrs. John T. McCay who directed the 
Festival for the Committee. 


1947 marks the end of the Gallery’s series of Children’s activities which for 18 years 
have spread its reputation far and wide. The small scale of our original activities was

greatly expanded in 1933 and succeeding years by the generous grant of the Carnegie 
Corporation of New York. When, according to principle, these grants terminated, the 
Provincial Department of Education continued a measure of support of activities which 
they felt might contribute to better teaching in the Province. At the same time many 
welfare organizations came to look upon the Children’s Art Centre as a vital centre con- 
tributing to the education of professional personnel for group work with children and 


adults. 


Faced with a constantly expanding programme and inadequate financial support, the 
Gallery’s appeal for increased grants resulted in the decision of the Provincial Depart- 
ment to set up its own experimental school instead and in consequence the relinquishment 


to the Department by the Gallery of its activities in this field, except for member’s 
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children’s classes. The Gallery however, offered the Department the use, free of charge, 
of the Gallery’s premises for continuance of the Saturday Morning Classes and of the 
Children’s Art Centre at 4 Grange Road for the other classes. As will be seen on page 16 


this does not affect the informal educational programme of the gallery for the general 


public. 


No praise can be too high for the whole educational staff for its pioneering work, nor to 
Mr. Arthur Lismer and Miss Norah McCullough who first had charge of it, to the 
Misses Dorothy Medhurst, Erma Lennox, Jean Lennox and Tilly Cowan, who have 
been the responsible directing and teaching staff for the past few years. It is hoped that 


their splendid achievements will be maintained and developed under the new control. 


The existence of this work demonstrated its value, and we hope that others will be able 


to set up a number of similar classes to meet the growing demand for informally organized 
leisure-time activities throughout the country.

uh dustry as Pa tron 


During the last century the private individual has been regarded as the 
chief purchaser of works of art in place of the church and state—the medieval patrons. 
To-day industry—which relies on the artists for its advertising—is also realizing that 


he and his work can be used to good advantage. The International Business Machines 
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Corp. was one of the first corporations to initiate this movement and one of its col- 
lections—Contemporary British Painting, Sculpture and Prints—will be shown at the 
Gallery this winter. 


IE Taps Paintings 


Long before the outbreak of war, Hitler set up a research group to mark 
down objects of art in foreign hands which showed, in his view, their fitness to grace the 
palaces and museums of the victorious German Reich. When Holland was taken these 
objects were looted and removed to inaccessible and safe places—salt mines and castles 
in Germany—to await redistribution and display after the triumph which never came. 


The United Nations organized a Monuments. Fine Arts and Archives Section of its 
Armed Services, largely staffed by U. S. museum personnel, to protect such objects 
from the ravages of war and, as a result, private individuals of Holland, whose treasures 
were retrieved and returned to them, generously lent a selection of them to those 
museums in the U. S. whose staffs had been instrumental in saving them. Because of 
the part the Canadian Army played in liberating Holland. this collection is to be shown 
in Toronto and other cities in Canada. 


Watching the Programme at the Folk Festival

The Toledo Museum of Art and The Art Gallery of Toronto once more 
co-operate to present a joint exhibition. This time, instead of gathering a number of 
loans to illustrate an idea, we are choosing works of art from our own collections and 
presenting them together to show the coherence which is their common denominator. 
Elusive and changeable as it appears to be on the surface, this quality seems to be the 
basis for the variety of opinion as to what is and what is not a work of art. This will 
be an opportunity to exchange opinions on familiar and unfamiliar things.

The Gallery is proposing to create a precedent by asking one of Canada’s 
prominent senior painters to help in arranging a comprehensive, well-documented exhi- 


bition of his work. 


While one-man shows have been given on occasion, they have been, up to now, on a 
comparatively small scale, unless they were memorial exhibitions as in the recent cases 
of Emily Carr and Franklin Carmichael. 


We feel that a much more interesting exhibition and catalogue can be arranged with 
the painter’s co-operation, and are looking forward to the experiment with interest. 


Chilitions by (Garis Soars 


The field of contemporary painting in Canada is in the capable hands of 
the various professional artist societies. The Ontario Society of Artists, The Canadian 
Group of Painters, Canadian Society of Painters in Water Colour, The Canadian Society 
of Graphic Arts, are making arrangements to hold exhibitions at the Gallery this season. 
Other society exhibitions will be announced later. Any painter may submit his work 
for inclusion in any of these societies with the exception of the Canadian Group of 
Painters in which he must be invited to participate. Entry forms can be obtained by 


writing to the secretaries of the respective societies. 


In these exhibitions the majority of the paintings are for sale—the Gallery charges no 


commission on these sales. 


EDUCATIONAL PROGRAMME 


Up to the present the majority of our Educational activities have been 
available without charge to the public and to members in spite of continually rising 
costs. Last year our operating costs exceeded our assured income by over $20,000, of 
which we were only able to raise by subscriptions about $18,500, leaving a net deficit 
of nearly $2,000 before a depreciation charge of $12,000. In view of the necessity of 
increasing our income it has been decided that as a general rule special educational

activities could no longer be offered without a charge sufficient to meet the expenditures 
involved. 

A registration fee will therefore be charged for admission to lecture courses and children’s 
classes. An admission charge of 25c will be collected on Open Nights, for special after- 
noon groups and group tours. Members’ admission is, of course, free. Special arrange- 
ments can be made for individual students of art, and groups of students with their 


teachers, for free admission. 


Circulating Cdishittons 


During the last few years our circulating exhibitions have been in increas- 
ing demand on a voluntary subscription rather than a fee basis. These subscriptions by 
the groups who showed the exhibitions, useful as they were, were not sufficient to main- 
tain a constant replacement with new material or to warrant extension into wider fields.

A programme will be 
arranged for each evening, with conducted tours, demonstration by artists, films and, 
on occasions, a chance to try modelling or painting for yourself. 
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MEMBERSHIP AND ORGANIZATION 


The Gallery is mainly supported by membership and private donations which 
have provided the funds for the collections and buildings. 


It is under the direction of a Council of the members, with representatives from 
the Toronto City Council and Artist Societies, which appoints the Executive 
Committee. To carry on their special functions, there is an Exhibition Com- 
mittee, an Educational Committee, a Finance and Maintenance Committee, 
and a Women’s Committee, with other special committees in charge of de- 
tailed work.
